Aruens, Ga., July 1l.- [Special.]~—One of 
the most painful affairs occurred this: evening 
jest before six o'clock. Mr. R. L. Reaves, of 
the livery firm of Reaves & Thornton, with 
Mr. I. V. Murray, of Gann & Murray, and 
one of the aldermen from the second ward, 
were standing in front of the Commercial 
hotel.

About this time the third shot was fired, 
When Mr. J. W. Echols wrested the pistol 
from Murray’s hands. At the time all was 
contusion, There was a rush of people around 
the combatants, and they were separated by 
the crowd. Very few had any idea that Mr. 
Reaves was shot. He was taken by friends to 
Dr. iiush’s drug store, when it was found that 
the ball had entered the right breast just above 
andtothe rightof the stomach, and passed 
directly through the liver, lodging just below 
the right scapular. He turned deathly pale 
and suffered great agony. 

THE ANTE-MORTZM STATEMENT. 

Dr. Lowry was calied into see Mr. Reaves, 
and after making an examination stated that 
he was dangerously wounded, and he saw no 
chance for his recovery. Mr. Reaves was call- 
ed upon to make a statement as to how the 
difficulty started.

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THE PRESIDENT VISITS HIS SISTER. 


Arrival of the Party at Holland Patent--A 
Surprise. 

Hottanp Patent, N. Y. July 12.—Presi- 
dent Cleveland and wife arrived here at. 5:40 
this morning, an hour earlicr than expectéd. 
They came from Utica by a special train com- 
posed of one coach and a New York Central 
hotel car. Only Mrs. Cleveland’s maid ac- 
companied them. They walked from the sta- 
tion to “The Weeds,”’ the residence of Miss 
tose Elizabeth Cleveland, where they were 
heartily received by the president’s sister and 
his niece, Miss Mary L. Hastings, of Clinton. 
The early arrival was a pleasant little surprise, 
but Miss Cleveland was all ready for her 
guests. The people of the place had intended 
to be out en masse to greet and welcome the 
president and his wife upon their arrival, and 
itisa matter of general regret that such a 
pleasnre was not had. 

At 2 o'clock this afternoon people of the vil- 
lage began to wend their way to “The Weeds,”’ 
where the president was announced as holdin; 
areception. Mr. Cleveland stood in the smal 
parlor’and said a pleasant word tocach. Mrs. 
Cleveland did not appear. The reception 
closed at 40’clock. Among the callers were 
many old friends of the family and _ scores 
with whom the president was well acquainted. 
Delegations were also present from surrounding 
towns. All the callers, friends, acquantances 
and strangers received a hearty welcome. 

The distinguished visitors are enjoying their 
trip in the country. This forenoon the presi- 
dent, while walking about the grounds of the 
place, was hailed by his former family plysi- 
cian with an invitation to accompany him for 
a ride while the doctor visited his patients. 
The invitation was promptly accepted, and 
the president spent a couple of hours in this 
way. During the president’s absence Mrs. 
Cleveland and Miss Cleveland had a quiet 
time by themselves. Tomorrow the president 
and party go to Clinton. 

Early in the evening large delegations from 
neighboring towns arrived, and in considera- 
tion of the distance they had come the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Clevelaed consented to receive 
them informally. After that they were left to 
an undisturbed night’s rest. Upwards of 500 
people were received during the afternoon and 
evening. ‘The president has signified his in- 
tention of visiting his brother, Rev. W. N. 
Cleveland, at Forest park, going thence to 
Fayetteville, and other places familiar to his 
boyhood days.

FIDELITY’S CHARTER

Final Decree in the Case of Cincinnati's 
Broken Bank. 

CINCINNATI, July 12.-—-A somewhat unex- 
pected, tinal decree was entered by order of 
Judge Sage this afternoon in the case of Tren- 
holm, comptroller of currency, against the 
Fidelity National hank and its directors and 
oficers to forfeit the charter of the bank. De- 
murrers had been filed by President Briggs 
and others, and there was an appearance of a 
lengthy legal argument. Upon a mutual un- 
derstanding, argument was dropped and the 
decree was agreed upon by all par- 
tics, which dismisses the action against

patrick and others, upon the security of iis 
own capital steck and by permitting its cash 
on hand to fall below the required 25 percent®of 
its circulation and deposits, and by incurring 
new obligations while in this insolvent condi- 
tion. The charter of the bank is therefore de- 
clared forfeited. The action puts all assets of 
the late bank into the hands of Receiver Arm- 
strong and dissolves all attachments upon its 
property made since the bank was seized by 
the government.

There is 
muchexcitement in the community over the 
affair, andit is feared that further trouble will 
ensuc, as the girl’s friends threaten harsh 
treatment of Clark if he persists in refusing to

Seceding Delegates of 
Carolina Diocesan 


CONVENTION REVIEW THE CAUSES OF 


Difference that Led to Their Withdrawal— 
The Question ef Admitting Colored 
Delegates to the Convention. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., July 12.—The commit- 
tee appointed by the clerical and lay delegates 
who withdrew from the diocesan Episcopal 
convention in Charleston last May have 
completed their statement of the causes 
which led to withdrawal. It is signed by ex- 
Secretary C. 8. Memminger, Edward McCrady, 
Jr., W. St. J. Jervey, W. C. Benet, C. G. RB. 
Drayton, and will make a pamphlet of about 
sixty pages. The committee begin by sketch- 
ing the history of the dividing question dur- 
ing the last twelve yéars, and contend that it 
shows that the position of the lay delegates 
with regard to the admission of colored cier- 


gymen to the diocesan conventions differs «

of many of the clergy, nok 
but in expediency. 
In 1885, the question took the 
shape of an_ assertion of the right 
of all the clergymen on the bishop’s list to 
seats in the convention independent of the 
action of that body and by virtue of the clergy- 
man’s office. The subject was avoided tho 
next year, but came up in the convention last 
May, not as a matter of ptincipal only, but as 
involving the question of the admission of col- 
ored clergymen to the church councils. The 
bishop having ruled—notwithstanding the re- 
fusal of the convention to confirm the report of 
he committee on the clergy list—that the con- 
vention was duly organized for business, and 
having ignored the refusal of the convention 
to sustain his ruling, dissidents had no choice 
but to submit, protest, resort to parliamentary 
expedients, or withdraw with dignity. They 
accordingly withdrew from the convention. 

It is recognized by the committee, however, 
that the point to be determined is whether the 
admission of colored clergymen to the conven- 
tion was contemplated in the constitution of 
the church. They contend that it was not, and 
that this ‘‘is the first attempt in the history of 
the church tomake the church other than a 
national church—that is a church of a race.” 
They believe the seating of colored clergy- 
men in the convention to be not only unconsti- 
tutional, but dangerous, and in this_relation re- 
call the resolution of Mr. Prentiss in 1875, as- 
serting the right of exclusion. The resolutions 
of the standing committee on the Saltus case, 
in 1876, recognizing the differences of the two 
races brought togetherin the diocese, and the 
report of the Sewannee conference, in favor 
of missionary crganization, because of the pe- 
culiarity of relations between the two races. 

It is argued that there is no danger, what- 
ever, to any of the social barriers between the 
races, if the colored people be taken into the 
councils aud the churches as equals of the 
whites, but the committee are confident that 
the actual and practical result would be to 
force negro social equality upon the people. 
The duty and responsibility of the church in 
the southern states, in regard to colored peo- 
ple, is fully recognized, but there is nocall ‘‘to 
take them into our councils.” 

In conclusion the committee give their rea- 
sons for holding that there was no legal con- 
vention in 1887, They claim that the election 
of the standing committee, and the attempted 
alteration in the constitution, were ‘‘void and 
of no effect, even had the illegality of the 
bishop’s ruling not otherwise vitiated its pro- 
ceedings.” 

The importance of congregations represent- 
ed by the dissidents, who withdrew from the 
convertion, is shown in an unmistakable way. 
Those who withdrew represented more than 
half of all persons connected with the ‘church, 
and. more than half of all communicants. 
The represented, also, parishes which pay 
neerly two-thirds of the convention’s expenses ; 
more than two-thirds of the bishop’s fund, and 
nearly two-thirds of the contributions to mis- 
sions. The cominittee say, that in withdraw- 
ing from the convention, they did not with- 
draw from the church. Itis for the laity to 
determine what their future course shall be. 
They will not impair their connection with 
the church by withdrawing from union with 
the convention. They can, if they choose, 
send deputies with instructions to abandon the 
position which has been taken, andin admit- 
ting the colored element to the church coun- 
cils “‘brave the dangers’’ from which the dis- 
sidents shrink. But,if the laity desire that 
the right to pass upon the clergy, list. shall be 
abandoned, they must choose to represent 
them other deputies than those who withdrew 
from the convention of 1887. 


PACIFIC ROADS INQUIRY. 


Senator Hill, of Colorade, Makes an Admis- 
sion on the Stand. 

Denver, Col., July 12.—The Pacific railway 
investigating committee yesterday continued 
its session quite late. Seuator Hill remained 
upon the stand and was cross-examined by 
Mr. Teller, on behalf of the Union Pacific 
company. He admitted that he was a stock- 
holder in a Montana mining company and had 
received $67,000 of rebate irom the Union Pa- 
cific. He admitted that the legislature of Col- 
orado had appointed a committee to investi- 
gate charges of corruption in connection with 
the senatorial contest that resulted in the 
election of Senator P. W? Teller. The wit- 
ness admitted he had gone before that com- 
mittee and had refused to disclose information 
in his possession regarding charges of cor- 
ge ers 

{fe had so refused because the committee, 
with one or two exceptions, was composed of 
the meanest and most false and dishonest of 
men. Mr. Teller asked the witness if he 
would now give this commission the informa- 
tion he had refused to give to the legislative 
committee. He replied that some of it had 
passed from his memory and some had been 
obtained from confidential sources, which he 
would not like to expose. Mr. Teller asked 
witness if he refused to disclose the informa- 
tion. Witness replied that he he did not sup- 
pose it to be the object of this cominission to 
investigate as how members of the Colorado 
legislature soid their yotes. The commissioner 
said it would be a part of their duty to investi- 

ate a matter of that sort, if the Union Pacific 

tailway company was in any way connected 
with it. Witness said the most he could do 
was to state his belief, based on what he saw 
and on surrounding circumstances. The com- 
missioners requested the senator to furnish 
them with the names of parties who could 
throw any light on the subject As 
to the question of a settlement 
the railroad debt to the overn- 
ment, Senator Hill was of the opinion that the 
Union Pacific company had gs re | abused 
their privileges, and he, for one, would be glad 
to see the road turned intothe hands of the 
rovernment, and have it run as the postoffice 
department is run. 


Death of an Ex-Governor. 
Asnevitutg, N. ©., July 12.—Ex-lieuten- 
ent Governor, J. L. Robinson, died last night 
at his home in Franklin, Macon county, aged 
49 years. For two years he held an important 
position under the Indian affuias division of 
the interior department. He was three times 
speaker of the states’ house of representatives, 
twice president of the senate and served one 
term as lieutenant-governor. In his death the

A committee of five was appointed to wait 
on Mayor Whitney, of Brooklyn, Boiler In- 
Spector Powers and the police commissioner, 
and notify them of incompetent men employ- 
ed, asking that some steps be taken to remedy 
the evil. The committee reported when they 
returned that those gentlemen had no author- 
ity to interfere. Speeches were made at the 
meeting by Dan Cooney, 8. O. Dimmick and 
“Old Reliable’? Watson, of the Locomotive 
Brotherhood, urging the men to stand firm. It 
is reported that an engine on the ‘‘L’’ road was 
stoned last night. The strikers expressed 
deep regret. They say they have no sympathy 
whatever with acts of violence, and that their 
men will take no part therein. 

During the day the company has been mak- 
ing strenous efforts to secure men to take the 
strikers’ places. At noon seven engines were 
running, but the persuasion of the strikers had 
reduced this number to three at five o’clock. 
Ofiicers of the company learned that strikers 
were riding on the engines and trying to in- 
duce the new engineers to strike, They ac- 
cordingly requested the police to interfere. At 
each station one policeman was on duty,Jbut 
there were no outbreaks. 

The strikers’ were in session at East New 
York all day. As fast as new men were induced 
to strike, an announcement of the fact was 
made at the meeting and was greeted with 
cheers. Joint-committees of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Engineers adopt- 
ed a ‘‘Card to the public,’”’ in which they warn 
the public against the incompetency of ‘‘scab”’ 
engineers and also disclaim: responsibility for 
any trouble or destruction on the road. 


Strike in Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, July 12.—This afternoon the 
workmen in Swift’s iron and steel works in 
Newport, Ky., walked out and refused to work. 
The assignee of E. L. Harper, on July Ist., 
granted them an increase of ten per cent in 
wages. The assignee; today withheld six per 
cent of that increase. Only muck rollers were 
effected by this action, but all the other 
workmen took up their cause and went out, 
five hundred in body.

Heavy Government Receipts and Expendi- 
tures--Demand for Silver Certificates. 


WasnHineaton, July 12.—Government re- 
ceipts, so far this month amount to $10,693,- 
567 and expenditures, including noomey $12,- 
000,000 pension payments, to $18,561,102, 
making an excess of expenditures of $7,867,- 
535. Itisestimated that receipts during the 
remainder of the month will average $1,000,- 
000 a day and that gg teers will be 
correspondingly large. he total amount of 
bonds redeemed under the call which matured 
on the first inst. is $18,090,250, leaving still 
outstanding of that call $1,626,656. otal 
amount of called bonds outstanding is $5,300,- 
450, 

The demand for notes of small denomina- 
tions continues heavy, and the treasury de- 
partment is unable as yet to meet it. Ar- 
rangements have been made, however, to se- 
cure an increased supply of silver certificates 
from the bureau of engraving and printing, 
and they will be issued as soon as possible. 

Net gold in the treasury has increased from 
$158,935,005 on July Ist, 1886, to $186,875,669 
on July ist, 1887. Since the first instant gold 
hcidings have deceased $5,602,122, while the 
circulation of gold certificates has increased 
$5,263,770. ‘The circulation of standard sil- 
ver dollars has increased $788,016 since the 
Ist instant.

PHOTOGRAPHIC MATERIAL BURNED.

TWELVE THOUSAND GALLONS STOLEN. 


A Startling Discovery in Kentucky Bonded 
Warehouses—Barrels Found Empty— 
A Mysterious Affair. 


Lextnaton,Ky., July 12.—Facts ina great 
whisky shortage at Frankfort have just come 
to light. Special Revenue Agents Kellogg and 
Crawford, from Washington, with four United 
States gaugers, examined every barrel of 
whisky in two bonded warehouses of the O. F. 
C.and Carlise distilleries, located at Frank- 
fort, Ky., and owned by the E. H. Taylor dis- 
tillery company. In 17,000 barrels contaihed 
therein, they found 4,400 which had to be re- 
gauged. Fifty barrels of that number were 
almost entirely empty, while 1,200 were short 
from ten to thirty-eight gallons each. One 
barrel, the last one entered in 1884, which at 
that time contained forty-four gallons, upon 
regauging was found to contain thirty-four 
gallons. 

The company has employed Green B. Raum, 
ex-commissioner of internal revenue, as their 
attorney. He was in Frankfort last week and 
took depositions of the government employes 
who have been at work in the distillery. It is 
found that the coopers, whose business it isto 
look after the leaks and repair bad cooperage, 
had frequently been locked up in the ware- 
house for hours at atime, and that a syphon 
and a bucket had been found in one of the 
warehouses. Local distilleries, as well as pro- 
prictors, claim that the excessive shortage, 
12,000 gallons, could not have been caused by 
equalizing, but was simply stolen. The pro- 
prietors will lose by the affair about $75,000. 


DEBATING THE LAND BILL. 


Mr. Dillon Says the Measure is Inadequate 
to the Needs of Ireland. 

Lonpon, July 12.—Mr. Dillon resumed de- 
bate on the land bill in the house of commons 
tonight. He said he rejected the measure 
with contempt as utterly inadequate to meet 
the needs of the Irish tenantry. He rebutted 
Mr. Chamberlain’s assertion that the past 
efforts of English statesmen to ameliorate the 
condition of the people had _ inyariably 
met with contumely from Mr. .- Par- 
nell’s allies, and declared that what- 
ever advantage an English statesman 
had ever offered had been eagerly seized. 
Yesterday evening’s debate, he said, disclosed 
the fact that many of the government’s sup- 
porters were desirous of securing important 
amendments to the bill. Would the chamber- 
lain set, he asked, compel the government to 
introduce the amendments suggested? At- 
tacking clauses of the bill seratim, Mr. Dillon 
declared that the first, dealing with the case of 
lease holders, was the only clause that promised 
to be beneficial in its operation. The other 
clauses would make eviction easy, destroy the 
confidence of tenantry in the land court and 
ylace in the landlord’s hands a new and terri- 

ly irresistible engine of eviction. 

. W. Russell, liberal member for Tyrone, 
said it was the desire of the tenant farmers of 
Ulster to see a fair and determined effort made 
to settle the questions raised by the bill. This 
measure would not satisfy them. He objected 
to a tenant being compelled to go into court 
against his will. The bill was a delusion as 
regards evictions, closing one door upon the 
power of landlord toevict only to open another. 

Shaw Lefevre (home rule liberal) said that 
notwithstanding the damaging criticism, even 
of their liberal supporters, the government 
offered no concession, with the exception of 
the clause admitting leaseholders to the bene- 
fits of the act of 188l and one or two minor 
minorproposals. He was convinced that the 
bill woul do more harm than good. 
The bankruptcy. clause, he said, ought 
to be dropped, for they would benefit nobody 
but rapacious landlords. The bill cffered no 
real remedy for the main grievance of Irish 
tenants. The government had increased the 
difticulty by not consulting with Irish mem- 
bers of the house. The bill would only aggra- 
vate the very evils it was intended to cure. 

Upon motion of Lord Randolph Churchill, 
the debate was adjourned. 


MEETING OF THE EMPERORS 


To Discuss the Election of Ferdinand to the 
Balgarian Throne. 


Berwin, July 12,—Emperor William will 
arrive at Gastein on Monday next. There 
Emperor Francis Joseph will meet him on the 
20th instant. Until this meeting of the em- 
perors the policy tobe adopted in regard to 
the election of Prince Ferdinand of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha to be prince of Bulgaria will 
not be determined. The present temper of 
the German court is against the election of a 
Coburger. 

The North German Gazette (organ of Bis- 
marck), in an article which is regarded as in- 
spired, maintains that Ferdinand is a German 
and not an Austrian prince. It denies that 
Ferdinand received permission of Ernst II, 
the reigning duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, to 
accept the crown of Bulgaria. 

The Borsen Courier has atelegram from 
Coburg, which states thet Duke Ernst insists 
that Prince Ferdinand shall not accept the 
proffered crown. 

The Official Gazette, of Richstand, publishes 
an edict, which requires that after the close of 
the present year, the use of the French lan- 
guage in judicial pleading shall be i te 
The edict also provides that the use of French 
in judicial documents shall be ga! Dogon at 
the close of the year 1888. This edict applies 
to Metz and other tribunals of commerce.

The Greatest Effort in the Life of a Popular 
ei Maryland Congressinan, 
From the New York Sun, 

Congressman Lewis E. MeComas, of the 
sixth Maryland district, was a noticeable figure 
at the Gilsey house yesterday. He has gained 
some reputation as a legislator, but his chief 
title to fame rests on the fact that he is the 
champion baby kisser south of Mason and Dix- 
on’s line. He has, during his eight fyears in 
public life, reduced baby kissing to a fine art, 
and to his skill in this art are mainly due his 
election and re-eléction to congress. Before 
Mr. McComas became the republican standard 
bearer eight years ago, the sixth district had 
gone regularly democratic. Since that time 
the republicans haye carried it. 

Mr. McComas did not invent baby kissing as 
a campaign art.

He folds his hands behind his 
back, closes his eyes, clinches his teeth, as if 
determined to die ghard, ducks his head, 
and, as a genera] thing, bumps against the lit- 
tle one’s nose and raises a howl. ~~ 

Mr. McComas’s m operandi is gs differ- 
ent from this bungling as a Meissonier is from 
a school pe sdaub. He goes about the opera- 
tion as if it were a thing of perennial joy. No 
matter how dirty or how sore-faced the baby 
or how much it scratches and squeals, he man- 
ages to throw into the kiss an amount of ten- 
dérness that is sure to win the parents’ hearts. 
Here is the operation in detail, as testified to 
by thousands of eye witnesses: 

First of all, Mr. McComas stands over the 
baby, and beams on it with his large, tender 
hazel eyes. Then, as if moved by a sudden 
and irresistible impulse of affection, he snatches 
the little one to his bosom with all the fervor 
of the deserted stage mother. After pressing 
it for a moment with head bowed in emotion, 
he holds it in front of him in a horizontal po- 
sition, beams once more on the little face ; then 
his head slowly descends, there is an agoniz- 
ing pause before the big moustache reaches 
the little lips, the angels hovering about sus- 
pend the flapping of their wings, a long- 
drawn sigh of joy proceeds from the congress- 
man’s breast, alow, sweet, lingering, honey- 
suggesting smack is heard—and the deed is 
done. 

The child is again pressed to the manly bosom 
and the final move—perhaps the. most impor- 
tant of all—is made. Before handing the 
baby back to its. proud parents he gazes at it 
as ifit were the most precious thing in the 
world, and then fixes his eyes on the parents 
with an expression which, if translated into 
words, would read: ‘‘And just to think, you 
are the parent of this little angel! How I do 
envy you!” 

Occasionally Mr. McComas adds a new 
scene to the act when the vote of the father of 
the baby is very doubtful. This scene con- 
sists of walking slowly to the door, after the 
baby is deposited in the cradle, and there, as if 
forced by an overwhelming flood of affection, 
to rush back to the little one and take a final 
kiss. Any one who has seen the congressman 
perform this extra act must unhesitatingly 
pronounce him one of the greatest actors of 
the age. 

That he has a wonderful control of his fea- 
tures need hardly be told. The dirtiest mouth 
that ever adorned a baby can’t 
blink. The greatest test to which this facial 
contro] was ever put occurred last October at 
the Frederick county fairin Maryland, at the 
time Mr. McComas was having a hard fight for 
re-election to congress, his opponent being 
Colonel Victor Baughman, perhaps the most 
popular democrat in Maryland.

Finally he closed his 
eyes, clinched his teeth, and let his head fall— 
but alas! before his lips reached the upturned 
face the colonel, forced by that incomprehensi- 
ble instinct which impels men to look upon the 
most repulsive objects, took another glance at 
the baby. This time it was too much for him. 
He grew pale, trembled and handed the child 
back with an uncontrollable expression of 
loathing. 

Just then McComas came up, and the crowd 
bent forward with breathless interest to see 
how the second knight would bear himself in 
the arena.

Would he turn in 
disgust from those sore lips on that early to- 
mato face.

The repub- 
licans break into a suppressed cheer. Baugh- 
man and his followers retire discomfited. Mc-

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING, 


A Terrible Wind and Hail Stormin Mor- 
gan County. 

Maprson, Ga., July 12.—[Special.]J—A_ ter- 
rific and destructive wind and hail storm 
passed near Madison Sunday evening, about 8 
o’clock, accompanied by the most vived light- 
ning and deafening thunder peals. The light- 
ning struck a large elm tree in front of Judge 
Stovall’s former residence in this city, this tree 
having been torn to pieces by lightning four 
year’s ago. The crops of Mr. Charles Dorsand 
and neighbors, were completely destroyed by 
the hailand wind. These crops were unex- 
ceptionally promising prior to the storm, and 
now one would scarcely think a crop had ever 
grown on the land. Noone was injured per- 
sonally or killed as far as known.

On yesterday evening, about 2 o’clock p. m., 
during a thunder shower, the house of Mr. E. 
T. Smith, who lives near the railroad, two and 
a half miles east of Bremen, was struck by 
lightning. Mrs, Williams, a daughter of Mr. 
Smith and inmate of the house, and her sister 
Fannie, a girl of twelve years of age, were 
seated on the veranda on the north side of the 
building at the time of the shock. The floor 
was torn through directly under Mrs. Wil- 
liams’s right foot, tearing her shoe and stock- 
ing into shreds. After Mrs. Williams recoy- 
ered from her shock, she found Fannie pros- 
trate and lifeless upon the floor beside her 
chair. Amid this awful perplexity she 
thought of her little babe, some two weeks old, 
that she had left in the crib in an adjoining 
room. Leaving her lifeless sister, she made 
her way tothe crib.’ On reaching the room 
she found the bedding in the crib on 
fire; snatching the child from the "flames, she 
clasped it to her bosom with a heart full of 
thankfullness for its deliverance. By this 
time the other members of the family had re- 
covered from the shock. - Fannie was breath- 
ing, but otherwise unconscious. The electric 
shock seemed to have pervaded every part of the 
building, tearing holes through the walls as 
though riddled by cannon balls. Two guns 
were in aroom of the building, whose stocks 
were shivered into splinters; one was loaded, 
the cap bursted, but failed to go off. It visited 
the pantry, breaking the crockery and, re- 
markable to say, turning the baking pans in- 
side out. Under the house several fowls were 
killed, that, perhaps, sought shelter there 
from the shower. The wonder is that any of 
the family escaped death.

GREEN FIELDS 


in Bibb 


And Pastures New 
County. 


AN ENJOYABLE MORNING RIDE. 


Flourishing Crops and the Forecast of 
Bounteous Harvestsa—The Bibb County 
Board of Education — City Council. 


Macon, Ga., July 12.—{Special.J—At nine 
o’clock this morning your correspondent ac- 
cepted a seat with Mr. Jere Hollis behind those 
two Texan bays, “Dandy and Dude,’’ and 
started for a drive in the country. 

Out beyond the precincts of Sandy Bottom 
and along the old Houston road we sped, leay- 
ing the busy city far behind. 

Superintendent McGee, under the direction 
of Mr. Hollis, has done a lot of fine work on 
the roads and suburban streets out there, and 
had he finished his work near the city limits, 
the roads would have been well nigh perfect. 
Sewers have been put in, and the roadbeds 
broadened and graded up everywhere, but that 
little space of a few hundred feet, which ought 
to be finished up and made as good as the rest. 

Mounting Bassett’s hill, we had a fine view 
of the cultivated lands along the valley of the 
Ocmulgee, and the forest clad swamps and 
highlahds beyond. 

Waverly was soon reached, and itis a fact 
that there is no fairer country in Georgia than 
these level plateaus. The Enterprise syndi- 
cate that was laid off in lots in the spring was 
not put on the market, and lies there waiting 
for the time to arrive when its proprietors can 
realize the profits they contemplated. 

Waverly has been surveyed, but no lots sold, 
and it will also be held until times wake up a 
little. ‘The crops in the cultivated portions of 
these levels are most luxuriant, and the melon 
wagons and canteloupe carts throng the high- 
ways on the way to market. 

Mr. Hollis’ farm presents a beautiful pros- 
pect just now. He has large fields of corn 
that is just now in the roasting ear, and his 
twelve acres that he planted for twelve hun- 
dred bushels will not miss that figure far. __ 

He planted four acres in cantaloupes this 
year. His method of planting insured a good 
crop. Six men and two two-horse wagons and 
two men and one one-horse wagon were kept 
busy for two days spreading the manure for 
this crop. _He put in for four hundred dollars 
worth, and has already sold to Atlanta one 
hundred dollars’ worth off the patch. Last 
year off his melons, Mr. Hollis made $1,300, 
which paid the expense of his farm. 

He has been a model crop raiser. During 
the sixteen years of his residence there he has 
brought the one hundred and fifty acre farm 
up to a high state of cultivation. He feeds an 
average of sixty horses the year round, and is 
compelled to raise a great deal of forage. We 
walked about the premises, and he pointed 
out the fact that every nook and corner, even 
to the fence jambs is utilized. 

Mr. Hollis thinks that German millet and 
Johnson grass are the finest forage plants that 
he can raise. Last year he planted millet and 
saved a great deal of hay. After feeding the 
sixty horses he sold one hundred dollars 
worth, and has at least ten tons of hay and 
some eight tons of corn fodder left over from 
last season, and he only runs four plows. 

His cows are Durhams and Dovans, as he 
prefers them to Jerseys, but on the fine pas- 
turage that his farm affords they yield boun- 
tiful supplies of milk and butter. 

Mr. Hollis raises as much as three crops on 
some of his lands, and he has corn inall stages 
of growth from the rapidly maturing to the 
tender plant just peeping up, and today the 
hands were planting his late roasting ear 
patch. 

His farming utensils, such as reapers, thresh- 
ers, mowers and crushers, corn mills and feed 
cutters, are all of an improved pattern, the 
inotive power being a4} horse power upright 
steam engine. 

Your correspondent was curious to know 
why Mr. Hollis preferred keeping a stable in 
the city, and asked him the cause of his pre. 
ference. 

‘Well,’ said he, ‘‘whenI was about grown 
allmy people said I would die of consump- 
tion. I got to lying around a stable and 
breathing the ammonia, and it saved my life. 
This is why I stick to the stable. I feel like 
lowe my life, today, to this fortunate dis- 
covery.’”’ 

After an investigation of his stables, barns 
and outhouses, anda peep at Mrs. Hollis’ 
herd of pet pigs, we took aride through the 
fields. 

There was one point in Mrs. Hollis’s hen- 
nery that deserves special mention. She has 
found out that an empty flour barrel, laid on 
its side with the closed end toward the north, 
makes the finest sort of a roosting shelter for 
the hens with young chickens. . She has adopt- 
ed the idea, and the north side of her chicken 
yard resembles the wall of some fortress with 
black barrels of huge cannon pointing out- 
ward in menacing attitudes. 

Leaving the fields we rode down on Rocky 
creek by many afine field of corn, cotton, 
melons, potatoes and other products of the 
farm. On this creck is some of the finest 
summer pasturage for cattle to be found 

in middle Georgia. Mr. Hollis contem- 
plates purchasing a place here, and going more 
regularly into stock farming operations. He 
has sold out his present place to Major Lawton, 
and is fencing in a large area for pasturage 
purpoges, aud the grass that is growing there 
now will bear cutting several times, produc- 
ing a most excellent crop of hay. 

These farms down in Godfrey’s district are 
ae as ———— as they can be, and if a 
vuntiful harvest does not result,it will be the 
fault of future calamities. 

The Messrs. Bedingfield plant watermelons 
largely, and their crops are hardly so grand as 
they were last year. Nevertheless, they will 
ship many a carload to the northern markets.

Macon, Ga., July 12.—[Special.]}—A few 
days ago a gaunt, wild-eyed negro entered 
Clay’s coftin store, bearing in his hand a reed 
long enough for a fishing pole. Setting the 
butt end on the floor, he said: e « 

‘Boss, I wants er coffin, an’,I fotch de 
medger. Yo'll see er little ma’k “—_ de een’, 
an’ dats de distunce ercross de breas’ an’ 
shoulders.’”’ 

Undertaker Clay cast his eyes on the butt of 
the pole and lifted them gradually toward the 
top, away up in twofeet of the ceiling, and 
then he suddenly turned pale, and with a gasp 
tumbled to the fot in a heap, writhing in the 
contortions ef a fit. 

After awhile he recovered sufficiently to sit 
up, and after the lugubrious driver that drivcs 
the colored hearse had fanned him a minute, 
gulping down several despairing sobs, he arose 
and went back among the coffins. He_ hap- 
pened to have a box in which a nunber of 
small coffins were shipped, and he finally sold 
it to the negro as the nearest to the required 
size that he could find.

The fact that several United States war 
vessels have been ordered to Honolulu in- 
vests the Hawaiian situation with addi- 
tional interest. 

Kalakaua’s kingdom is worthy of a little 
attention on the part of our government. 
The seven inhabited islands of the Hawai- 
fan group are froma naval point of view 


the most important bits of land between our 
_ Pacific coast and China, While the islands 


pre more or less volcanic, and mountainous, 
Mere are fertile valleys and belts of alinu- 


| vial soil. The climate ig delightful, and 


She products of the kingdom consistof su-

bacco, arrowroot, wheat, maize, tapioca, 
oranges, lemons, bananas, tamarinds, bread 
fritit, guavas, potatoes, kalo, fungus, wood, 
hides, tallow, pulu and ornamental woods. 

Under civilization the population has 
steadily decreased until it now numbers 
probably not more than sixty or seventy 
thousand. There are five or six thousand 
foreigners, most of them Americans. Ameri- 
can influence is largely in the ascendancy. 
The constitution of the kingdom is, to sonie 
extent, modeled after ours, although the 
form of government is, of course, very dif- 
ferent. Besides the king and his cabinet, 
there are fourteen nobles and twenty-eight 
representatives. A voter must read and 
write, pay his taxes, and have an income 
of seventy-five dollars a year. With an 
army and navy, and efficient police, the 
islands have for years been well governed, 
and the rights of person and property have 
been as secure there as anywhere. 

The natives are of large stature, and of a 
tawny complexion, inclining to olive, with 
black, glossy hair. They are a good-look- 
ing, pacific race, and intellectually rank as 
high, if not higher, than our Indians. 

Naturally, our sympathies are with the 
people of Hawaii, if they desire to establish 
arepublic. So far as the facts are known, 
there appears to be a movement on foot to 
secure popular suffrage, the abolition of the 
nobles, anda ministry whose term of office 
will depend upon the house of representa- 
tives. Perhaps it would not be in order for 
our government to interfere with a peaceful 
revolution, but the interests of our country- 
men should not be allowed to suffer in the 
event ofacivil war. It isa good idea, as 
matters stand, to have several of our war 
vessels at Honolulu. Our marines, with 
the American population of the islands, 
will doubtless be able to preserve order until 
the politics of the kingdom settle down into 
a norma! state.

Executive Pardons. 

Governor Gordon’s recommendation that 
the executive be relieved of the burden and 
responsibility of the pardoning power has 
been favorably received, 

The proposition to establish a board of 
pardons appears to meet general approval 
from the members of the legislature and the 
press of the state. The governor of Geor- 
gia has enough to do without attending to 
the frequent appeals for the exercise of the 
function of clemency which is now his pre- 
rogative. 

The New York Times commends the wis- 
dom of the governor’s suggestions on this 
subject and says: 


The experience of Governor Gordon, of Georgia, 
asto the exerciseof the pardoning power, is un- 
doubtedly that of every governor in whose hands ex- 
clusively that power is placed, Either he has to 
neglect the complete and careful performance of 


this particular duty, or he hasto neglect others. | 


Moreover, the pardoning power is not now properly 
an executive function. It ought to be exercised un- 
der conditions practically those of the judicial func- 
tion. There would be no hardship if pardons were 
abolished, save in cases where new evidence threw 
doubt on the guilt ofthe prisoner. Clemency pure 
and simple has no proper place in a system of law 
administered by impartial courts. It is now vested 
in the executive more from the tradition. that the 
king is the fountain of mercy than from any other 
cause, and, with some other traditions affecting the 
rosecution and punishment of crime, might well 
e done away with.

The difficulties in the way of settling the 
famoux Maxwell land grant case are not yet 
over. 

No sooner had the last congress passed 
an act prohibiting the acquisition of the 
pubiic domain by aliens than the supreme 
court confirmed the claim of an alien cor- 
poration of Dutch capitalists to about 2,000,- 
000 acres of the richest land in Coloradoand 
New Mexico. 

Without going at all into the merits of 
the case, the decision is unquestionably hard 
on the present settlers oceupying the Max- 
well grant. There are thousands of these 
settlers. They moved west many years ago 
and took up their claims, waiting until the 
government strrvey would enable them to 
perfect their titles. They built towns and 
villages and prospered. Now they are im 
formed that they must be ousted, turning 
over a territory as big as a’ small state to a 
company of foreigners who bought an old 
claim as a speculation. 

The settlers do not propose to give up 
without an effort to save themselves. They 
have issued a call for a mass meeting to be 
held on the Ist of August, when they will 
decide upon their course. It is understood 
that the Dutch capitalists are willing to 
make easy terms with the settlers and sell 
them the land at low figures. If too much 
is not demanded the settlers will probably 


compromise, but their leading men threaten.

A great crowd gathered at F-— to see me ascend 
inaDalloon, Some of the citizens had promised to 
go with me, ps their courage failed at the last 
moment, and I resolved to go alone. 

Wherever I had made ascensions, although in 
widely distaut places, I had. always noticed 
among the spectators a young man, whose unusual 
pallor and deep-sunken, great eyes bad impressed 
me. He was greatly interested in my undertakings, 
and pressed near to offer any slight assistance; I 
had become so used to his ce that at F-— I 
involuntarily looked round for him, as I called to 
my men to make ready. The unknown stood 
close by the barrier, paler and more haggard than 
ever.

Let the State Road be Sold. 
From the Savannah, Ga., News. 

The present legislature must determine 
what shall be done with the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, 

It would seem as if the legislature could not avoid 
taking definite action with regard tothe property 
in order to protect it from partial ruin. Itis true 
that the lessees might hesitate about wrecking it in 
the way suggested by President Brown, if the pres- 
ent legislature failed to reach a decision relative to 
the disposition to be made of it, but itisa question 
whether it would be advisable to take any risks in 
the maiter. The lessees say that they don’t want to 
lease the road again, but that they do want the 
state to compensate them for the improvements 
thev have made, and for certain taxes they have 
paid, If President Brown’s letter is not misunder- 
stood, they intend that the state shall recognize 
their claim, or they will make out of the road, while 
it is in their possession, what they think the state 


owes them. 


Assuming that the legislature will determine what 
shall be done with the road the question which 
presents itself is this: Shali the property be sold or 
leased? The Morning News has always contended, 
and still contends, that the road ought to be sold. 
It will always be a.source of trouble and contention 
if retained by the state, and the chanees are that 
eventually it will pass outeof the state’s hands with- 
out the state’s receiving much, if any, compensa- 
tion for it. It isin a good condition now, and will 
bring a good price. There are several railway sys- 
tems which want it, and doubtless will pay for it all 
that it is worth. Letthe money received for it be 
used for the liquidation of a portion of the state’s 
debt. The interest money that will be thus saved 
ean be applied tothe purposes to which the rent 
of the road isnow applied. The state will be in 
as good, if not a better, position than it is now 
and will not be bothered with a piece of property of 
a kind that a state should not own. Who can say 
that the road at the end of another lease of twenty 
years would be as valuable as itisnow? Competing 
lines may ruin it, orit may be made a part ofa 
system which would render it practically valueless 
to any other system, and which could, therefore, 
obtain it on its own terms. 

Now is the time to sell the road. There is a mar- 
ket for it, and it isin such a condition as to com- 
mand a large sum. Whether the lessees have a valid 
claim for betterments and taxes is a question which 
the legislature must determine. If they have, let 
them be settled with justly and fairly, and if they 
haven't, let them be madeto understand that the 
state will not permit the property to be injured in 
any respect. If there are issues between the state 
and the lessees let a committee of the ablest mem- 
bers of the two houses be appointed to report upon 
them, The state wantsto do only what is right, 
but she watts all that belongs to her.

A NEW DIPHTHERIA CURE. 


The Treatment by Intubation Which is Said 
, to be so Successful. 

The New York correspondent describes a 
hew proess of treating diphtheria. He writes: 

On the bed lay a young boy gasping for breath. 
He wes not over eight years ofage. Had not his 
features been distorted by his terrible struggle to 
obtain relief from the stifling feeling which op- 
pressed him, he would have been considered a 
handsome child. As it was, his eyes were bulging 
from their sockets, his mouth was drawn out of 
shape, and his entire frame was racked by feverish 
convulsions, His stertorious breathing fell upon 
the deathly silence of the room with startling ef- 
fect. and made allthe more painful the hopeless 
misery written in the faces of his parents. 

The doctor looked at him for a moment, and then 
turned to his father: 

‘Yes, 1 am just in the nick of time,” he said. 
“An hour later, and the only hope would be a re- 
sort to the operation of tracheotomy, As it is, 1 can 
save him without doing any cutting. This opera- 
tion is called intubation,’ continued the doctor, 
addressing himself to me. “It isthe invention ofa 
New York physician and is of incalculable benefit 
in diphtheria, malignant croup and kindred throat 
diseases. This instrument,” he added, taking from 
the case a two-handled instrument remotely resem- 
bling a pair of pincers, “is called the mouth gag.” 

He deftly inserted the steel ends between the 
teeth of the patient and forced open his mouth. I 
held the handles while he was busy at his case and 
saw that it was impossible for the boy to close his 
mouth, try as hard ashe would. Next the doctor 
drew out a little steel tube, gilded over. This was 
small at one end and large at the other and swelled 
considerably towards the center, 

The large end was flattened out so that it pro- 
jected beyond the bedy of the tube all around. It 
was twoand a half inches in length and about one- 
fifth of an inch in diameter. The doctor deftly drew 
a silk thread through a small hole near the large 
end of the tube. Next heinserted a little piece of 
steel into the tube so that it fitted firmly and screwed 
the steel to another instrument with a long handle. 
Putting the tube into the boy’s open mouth, he 
quickly inserted it into his larynx. Satisfied that it 
was properly adjusted, he touched a spring in the 
handle of the instrument and out it came, taking 
with it the piece of steel which had been fitted ixito 
the tube. Only the tube remained with the thread 
hanging out of the boy’s mouth. 

The doctor cut the thread,’ removed the mouth 
gag, and the operation was finished. Nota drop of 
blood had been shed, and the patient had suffered 
hardly a twinge of pain from it. 

‘Won't the tubeslip?” asked the anxious father. 

“Oh, no,”’ was the reply. “It cannot doso, The 
bulge at the center and the projection at the upper 
end prevent it from moving. up or down. He can 
talk or eat just as well with itin as though he had 
nothing thcre.”’ 

Even as the doctor spoke, the dark, choked look 
left the boy’s face, and his heavy breathing began 
to quiet down. His eyes lost their wild, staring ap- 
pearalice, and a more natural color came into his 
cheeks. He was saved. The inventor of the intu- 
batoris Dr. Joseph O’Dwyer, of New York, who 
nobly retused to patent his process, making of it a 
free gilt to the public.

1886, there was 110 cases of self murder, or 1 in 
6,300 of the population. Next to this in thig:

In, 
Boston the ratio was 1 to 9,000,in Philadel. 
phia 1 to 12,500, in Baltimore 1 to 16,000 and i’ 
Brooklyn 1 in 18,000. The large numberof 
suicides in Chicago, Dr. De Wolf thinks, and ix 
this agrees with other medical men quoted, ig’ 
due to the preponderance of the foreign popa.' 
lation here, many of whom find themselves! 
penniless and friendless in a strange country: 
Homesickness is no doubt responsible for th 
mania which leads numbers of immigrants 
take the fatal step. In foreign cities, says th 
student of suicides, self destruction is muc 
more rife than in America. In Berlin, Vienna, 
Brussels, Munich and Copenhagen the ratio id 
twice as high as in Chicago, while in Hamburg 
one person in 2,500 destroys himself. This iq 
an appalling record. * London makes a good 
showing, only one in 10,700; while in Glasgow 
and Edinburg suicides are rare indeed—one in 
42,000 in the former city and one in 33,000 inf 
the latter. 

It is probable that the ratio of suicides ig 
higher in Chicago than in any other commnu4 
nity in this country. While in this city on

Aug4 
ust, that dreadful hot month, is the leadin | 
suicidal month,both in this country and Euro; 
which may be easily accounted for. In hot 
weather the weak and sick and melancholid 
are at the lowest ebb, physically and spiritual4 
ly; refreshing sleep is not easily had, and the 
result isan epidemic of self-destruction. In 
Europe the smallest number of suicides occu 
in December, while the minimum is reached 
in America in January and February. 
“The most fruitful cause of suicide? Inj 
sanity. This, however, is in many cases a 
unsatisfactory definition. It is the fashion ta 
attribute self-destruction to temporary insan¢ 
ity or aberration, when other causes would 
more appropriate. As a matter of fact nin 
out of ten cases would, with no great strengt 
of the proprieties, be attributed to menta 
downfall. But taking the statistics as we finc 
them we have about one-fourth of the tota 
number of suicides, or 400 out of a total of 1,600! 
set down as the result of insanity. Nex 
comes family troubles with half as many (212);! 
and business troubles, with one-fourth as mane 
(115), and love troubles rather more than busi- 
ness embarrassments, or 124. Under these 
four specific heads we find more than one-half 
the cases, or nearly 900 in all. ‘ 


! Dissipation is 
fifth, with 84; sickness sixth, with 65; desti 
tution seventh, with 55; undergoing or threat- 
ened with punishment eighth, with 50; grie 
ninth, with 41, and chagrin at parental disci 
pline tenth, with 28. \ 

‘‘As Isaid before, however, not much reli 
ance can be placed on this classification o 
causes. Often the true cause is not known, o 
is concealed by the deceased’s relatives an 
friends. I venturé the assertion, based upo 
careful study of the reports of suicides, news- 
paper and statistical, during the last ten years- 
that three-fourths of the suicides in this coun: 
try are caused, directly or indirectly,by drin 
and gambling. Drink brings on physica! ail 
ments, destitution, grief, mortification, fami] 
trouble, love trouble. insanity, aberration, 
mental and moral weakness and the whole cat< 
alogue of suicide causes. Gambling is often 
the outgrowth of drink, as are other forms o 
dissipation sure to end in disgrace and som 
times in death by one’s own hand. Religio 
morbidness is another fruitful cause of self 
destruction which does not show as conspicu 
ously as it ought in the reports. I think that 
more than one-half} of the persons who tak 
their own lives are secretly morbid concerning 
the problem of a future life.”

WHAT THE BOSSES DID. 


The Committee Still Investigating 
the Treatment of Convicts. 


A STARTLING AFFIDAVIT: READ IN 


Secret Session—What Sort of Testimony 
Came Out Before the Penitentiary 
Committee Yesterday. 


The penitentiary sub-committee met yester- 
day afternoon at 3:30 0’clock in the office of 
the principal keeper of the penitentiary. A 
full committee was present. Chairman Huff 
stated that he had secured the services of Mr. 
Barnes, a competent stenographer, to take 
down what evidence would be submitted ; that 
the finance committee had not acted upon the 
resolution to appropriate $250 to meet the 
necessary expenses, but he hoped it would 
favorably report the matter; that if it did not, 
he would pay the stenographer, in as mruch as 
he had hired him. 

DR. HOUK. APPEARS AGAIN. 

Dr. B. M. Houk, who testified some days 
ago as to the treatment of convicts by W. E. 
Smith, a whipping boss at ‘Old Town Camp,’ 
was recalled, and asked to repeat his testimony 
as far as he could recollect it, in order that 16 
might be taken down. Dr. Houk then re- 
counted the evidence given some time before. 
His testimony was substantially the same as 
that delivered on a former occasion. He was 
asked by several members what his relations 
were with Smith, the whipping boss. He re- 

lied that no unpleasantness had ever occurred 

tween them; that as far a he knew not an 
unpleasant word had been spoken on either 
side; that he was the family physician m 
Smith’s family all the time, even up to the 
time that he left. 

Colonel John R. Towers 

PRINCIPAL KEEPER,OF THE PENITENTIARY, 
was next examined. He explained his con- 
nection with the penitenti department, 
when he first became connected with it as as- 
sistant keeper, and afterwards succeeding Prin- 
cipal Keeper John W. Nelms. 

Colonel Towers was asked by Colonel Huff 
where the authority came from to justify him 
in asking the state to pay the traveling ex- 
penses of the principal keeper and his assist- 
ant. He replied that it was in the act of 1876. 
The chairman on examining the act could not 
find any such authority given to the officials of 
the department. Colonel Towers then stated 


that if it was not in that act it was in the orig- | 


inal act, as he well remembered reading it. 
Some members of the committee suggested 
that it wasin the general appropriation Dill. 
id was finally decided that the matter could 

further investigated, the principal keeper 
sromising to look up the authority. Colonel 

uff asked Colonel Towers in regard to the 
character of Dr. Houk. He answered tifat he 
was considered one of the best men in the ser- 
vice. 

A LITTLE INTERRUPTION, 

A member of the committee stated that he 
did not approve of this part of the testimony, 
as he saw no reason why Dr. Houk’s charac- 
ter should be made a part of the investiga- 
tion. 

The chairman stated that there was a ver 
good reason why the matter should be investi- 
gated, as Dr. Houk’s character had been very 
seriously attacked by a communication, sworn 
to, and sent the committee. When it was sug- 
gested that the communication be _ read, 
Colonel Harrison moved that the room be 
cleared of all save the committee, which was 
accordingly done. 

THE SECRET SESSION. 

The committee then met in secret session 
for the purpose of hearing the communication 
as to Dr. Houk’s conduct and character at 
‘Old Town camp” read. Reporters were ex- 
cluded, but Tux CONSTITUTION is enabled to 
present what transpired within. 

The communication relative to Houk was 
an affidavit sworn to by W. E. Smith, former 
whipping boss at “Old Town camp,”’ the 
man referred to by Houk as guilty of inhu- 
man conduct to the ‘prisoners under his care. 
The affidavit declared that Houk was guilty 
of the grossest immorality while at ‘Old Town 
camp,’’ several circumstances being cited.

He never saw the convicts worked on Sunday.

He replied that if he was able constitution- 
ally to perform what was required of him, 
that he might; that he, himself, was not able, 
and hence sutfered by it.

CHICAGO, July 12—The influence in the early 
market were not very pronounced. The main one 
was increase of 640,000 bushels of wheat on 
to European ports. August started easier at 7234, 
sold up to 7374, but quickly reacted to 72%, then sold 
up to 73@73\%c.

August eased off to 72% where it closed. 

Corn sold moderately active during the earlier 
part of the session, but toward the close it became 
quiet and inactive. There was a fair demand for 
near futures and the feeling was steady, while more 
deferred deliveries were rather easier. Rains were 
reported in some-sections of the corn belt and asa 
result considerable trade was received from the 
country, chiefly to sell more deferred futures. Some 
speculators found an explanation for firmness in 
the leading futures in reduction of corn stored to 
about 250,000 bushels. The weakness of long futures 
were carried to knowledge of a wonderful growing 
crop. August corn sold from 3644 to 36%. 

Oats failed to hold its own today, except in more 
deferred futures. The speculative demand was 
light, and with a dullness and a shade lower prices 
prevailed. August sold down from 255%, opening 
figure to 25%, at which it closed. 

Provisions were active up to noon, and stronger 
feeling prevailed, especially in short ribs, which re- 
ceived the most attention.

Governor Gordon has not as yet returned 
from Athens, and but little business was trans- 
acted about the various departments at the 
statehouse yesterday. This is the dullest week 
of the year at the county courthouse, and de- 
partment news is therefore scarce. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 

THERE WAS VERY little business of interest 
or note about the different departments in the 
state house yesterday. Governor Gordon was 
away attending the university commencement, 
and nothing could be done that required his 
official signature. In fact, there was nothing 
to be done beyond business of a purely routine 
character, and yesterday may well be consid- 
ered an off day for news of this character. 

UPON THE AVERAGE a justice ofSthe peaco 
ora notary public, one or the other, is com- 
missioned for every day in the year. It some- 
times happens that several are commissioned 
at once, and it occasionally is the case when a 
day passes without any being commissioned. 
While yesterday was a very dull day, the no- 
taries public redeemed it from total dullness, 
Commissions were issued during the morning 
to C. A. Matthews, notary public for the 77th 
district, and to B. S. Carswell,“{notary public 
for the 83d district, both located in Jefferson 
county. 

PRINCIPAL KEEPER TOWERS on yesterday 
received Jim Jenkins, the escaped convict, 
captured near Brunswick. The man making 
the capture turned the prisoner over to the 

rincipal keeper, who ordered him sent to the 

hattahoochee brick company. While the con- 
vict did not escape from the brickyard he did 
get away from a camp operated by the same 
company. The one ondeed dollars reward 
was paid to Wiggins, the railroad man making 
the capture, by the lessees of the penitentiary 
company No. 3, who were responsible for the 
convict’s escape. 

COMMISSIONER HENDERSON, on yesterday, 
received from the “Batesville & Brinkley rail- 
road, of Arkansas,”’ a circular, in which it was 
stated that all delegates to the farmers’ con- 
vention would be passed over that road for 
one fare. This about completes the list of the 
Arkansas railways, and that state can now be 
added to the other five, Georgia, South Caro- 
lina, Florida, Alabama and Tennessee, that 
have given special rates to all delegates who 
will attend the deliberation of the convention.

‘THE DEMAND FOR ANOTHER SCHOOL. 


—_—_—— 
Enthusiastic Meeting of Fourth Ward Citi- 
zens Last Night. 

There was a large and earnest meeting of 
fourth ward citizens last 
to agitate the question of the city’s providing 
&@ new school for the children who live in that 
part of Atlanta. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. J. C. 

Hendrix, who briefly stated its objects, after 
which he said he was ready t6 entertain mo- 
tions. At this point it was noticed that Sec- 
retary Peters was absent. and Mr. A. W. 
Bealer was appointed to supply his place. 
_ The committee appoin at the last meet- 
ing to prepare a paper to be submitted to the 
board of education and the city council,.ren- 
dered its report. The report isin the form of 
@memoiial, and isalong and carefully pret 
pared document. Initare set forth many 
startling facts and suggestive figures. The 
following are some of the points made : 

That the fourth w is wholly destitute 
of a grammar school for white children; that 
the territorial limits ofthe said ward com- 
prise one-sixth, or one-fifth 
of the territory pres- 
ent city limits; that within the territorial 
limits of said ward, east of Fort street, are 
842 children of school age, only 190 of whom 
are attending school; thatfrom the northern 
to the southern boundary of said ward is a dis- 
tance of one and one-half miles; that from the 
eastern tothe western boundary is one and 
one-fourth miles; that the children in this 
section are required toattend either the Ivy, 
Calhoun, or Fair street school ; that the streets 
are unpaved; that in very hot orrainy weather 
the children, on account of the distance, heat 
and dust and mud, cannot go to either of these 
schools, and are thereby deprived ofgthe bene- 
fits and blessings of early mental traiing. 

This memorial was unanimously adopted, 
and a committee of twenty-five will be ap- 
—— by the president to lay the petition 

fore the school board and the city council. 

At I0 o’clock the meeting adjourned till 
next Tuesday night.

Two Negro Men Arrested for Forgery—A 
Negro Burglarizes a Negro’s House— 
Other Events of the Kind. 


Gordan Jackson, the long, slim, black negro 
who has been outside sentinel at the mayor’s 
office, since the city goverment has been 
managed from the chamber of commerce build- 
ing, was arrested yesterday and locked up at 
the city prison. 

Jackson is charged with forgery. 

Early yesterday morning a small negro boy 
presented himself at W. R. Phillip’s 
office, on Broad street, and handing 
Mr. Phillips a promisory note 
asked for the money. The note called for 
eighteen dollars and was made payable to W. 
R. Phillips. It purported to be signed by 
John Caldwell and was indorsed. by T. P. 
Westmoreland. Both signatures were ve 
much alike and were ratherclumsily executed, 
so much so that they attracted the attention of 
Mr. Phillips. A careful study of the papers 
induced a suspicion as to the genuineness of 
the signatures and Mr. Phillips called in an 
ofiicer. Patrolman Smith responded to the 
call and after ety Mr. Phillips’s statement 
asked the boy where he got the note. 

“A colored man named Gordon Jackson 
ave it tome,” ye answered, ‘‘and told me to 
ring the money to him at the state house.”’ 

“Well, we'll go over there and see him,”’ 
said the patrolman. 

With the boy Patrolman Smith called at the 
state capitol, and asked for Gordon. Jackson. 
The negro was notin but as the officer was 
leaving he came up, and when informed by 
some one about the building that an officer 
wanted him, quickly made himself known. 

‘You say your name is Gordon Jackson ?”’’ 
said the patrolman. 

. “That’s my name sir, why?’’ answered the 
oy. 

‘Is this the man who gave you the note?’’ 

asked Patrolman Smith, turning to the boy. 

‘No sir, that’s not the man. he man who 
gave me the note was a little lJame.”’

Jackson denied kuowing yrs tomy about the 
note and also knew nothing,so he said,of a lame 
man. The patrolman did not like the situation 
| much and decided to arrest Jackson and the 
boy too. Afterboth were locked up at police 
| headquarters the boy became more communi- 
| cative and from his talk a visit was made to 

the chamber of commerce building, where a 
'negro answering the boy’s description was 
found. He was General Jackson, a brother of 
Gordon, and as he was led before the boy at 
police headquarters, the urchin remarked: 

*That’s him; that’s the one what gaye me 
the note.’’ 

The second Jackson denied any connection 
with the note, but both were held. Later in 
theday Gordon Jackson was released upon 
bend. Both negroes have always borne good 
reputations.

Riding Horses to Death. 

Jim Howard is an industrious, money saving 
negro, who lives on Rhodes street. On his 
list of personal property are two fine horses, 
which he works every day. In the evening 
when Howard quits work he turns the horses 
into a pasture lot a few blocks from his house, 
where he leaves them until after dark, when he 
stables them. -Last night when Howard went 
for his horses they were gone. Thinking that 
they had been stolen, Howard reported the 
matter to Patrolmen Abbott and Nolen, who 
were in that section of the city. While the ofti- 
cers were investigating the supposed theft,two 
small negro boys rode up to the lot and turned 
the horses in. ‘The officers nabbed the boys, 
and then ascertained that the horses had been 
ridden almost to death. The boys gave their 
names as Jim Franklin and Bob Carr, and 
are locked up, charged with disorderly ¢on- 

uct. 


Morgan has Been Arrested, 


LaFayette Morgan, the man who used of- 
fensive language in the presence of Mrs. Duffy 
last Saturday, was arrested yesterday by 
Mounted Officers Haynes and Harris. Mor- 
gan came to the city yesterday morning, and 
asthe entire police department was on the 
alert for him, he fellaneasy prey.

After making re- 
peated efforts to collect the premium due cin 
the agency placing the business, he notified 
them that the glass works policies were can- 
celed. A day or two alter : telephoned Dr. 
J. W. Rankinof his action. The doctor being 
out of the _ city, did not receive 
the message, and had no _ knowl- 
edge whatever of the transaction, until 
so informed some time after the fire. Thus the 
glass works company wasthe innocent holder 
of Dey properly executed and delivered.

the general adjuster of the loss, neither Mr.

adjuster as did every other company interested.

Death of Mr. Miles G. Dobbins. 

Ou the lith instant, at his home at Cass station 
Mr. Miles G. Dobbins, one ofthe oldest and most 
respected citizens of Georgia, pussed away, sur 
rounded by his sorrowing family and friends. 

Mr. Dobbins was born in Clarke county, Ga., No- 
vember 28, 1810, where he resided until 1830. In 
1835 he entered the mercantile business at McDon 
ough, but five years later removed to Griflin, where 
he lived until the close of the war, and where in 
1542 he was united in marriage to Miss Susan J. But- 
ler, who now, with twosons and three daughters, 
survive him. In 1865 he moved to Aflanta, where 
he engaged in the banking business, His career as 
such was signally successful. His industry, fine 
judgment and unusual business talent® soon made 
him a strong and prominent figure in financial cir- 
cles. In 1873 he removed to Bartow county, where 
he has since resided up to the time of his death, In 
the home circle and in private life no man was 
kinder and nobler than Miles G. Dobbins. As a 
husband, gentle and affectionate; asa father, kind 
aud indulgent; asa friend, true and loyal. Acting 
up to the golden rule he was always willing to yield 
to others that justice which he claimed for himself, 
and he lived and died “an honest man, the noblest 
work of God.”” His sympathy was never appealed 
to in vain by any worthy person who, without fault, 
was persecuted or oppressed, but his help was ex- 
tended in so unostentatious a way that none but a 
few intimate friends ever knew of it. In the mat- 
ter of giving his ideas were just as well as charita- 
ble, his motto being ‘‘to help those who tried to help 
themselves.”’ Mr. Dobbins was an excellent citizen, 
always advocating what was just withont regard to 
expediency. During the later years of his life he 
was un ardent probibitionist, and the recent prohi- 
bition victory at Rome seemed to make him happy 
on his deathbed. It washis habit of laie vears on 
each birthday to assemble at his spacious and hos- 
pitable home ail his children and grandchildren in 
a happy family tewnion, it being his delight to ren- 
der each occasion more enjoyable than the former 
had been.

Kennebrew paid the fine, but when the city 
court convened he was arrainged for the same 
offense, and upon the testimony of the same 
witnesses, was convicted and sentenced to pay 
another five hundred dollars. The two fines 


satisfied Mr. Kennebrew, thet he could not 
conduct a wine room in safety and he decided 
to go out of business, He then secured a peti- 
tion to Mayor Cooper fora réduction of the 
fine, and with the names of thirteen members 
of the council attached to it the paper was 
handed in. Mayor Cooper gave the case a 
careful consideration, and yesterday issued an 
order remitting four hundred dollars of the 
fine imposed by Judge Anderson. Before the 
order remitting the fine was issued Mr. Ken- 
nebrew surrendered to Mayor Cooper his wine 
room license and closed his doors. 

‘‘T think the order I have issued eminently 
proper,”’ said Mayor Cooper when asked about 
it 


“Why so?” 

Well, the case in police court and the one 
in the city court were the same. That, being the 
case Kennebrew was fined twice for the same 
offense. Then, too, he has madé an affidavit 
not to violate the law again and has gone out 
of the business. But here isthe order and in 
it you will find the reasons for it. 

Ihe order reads: 

On the application of C. D. Kennebrew for ex- 
ecutive clemency from the fine of $600 im- 
posed in recorder’s court on May 4th, 1887 for viola- 
tion of the prohibition ordinance, it appearing that 
said petition comes indorsed by thirteen members 
of the general council, and is accompanied by the 
affidavit of the defendant that he will not in 
violate the prohibition laws ; and it appearing that 
the defendaut Kinnebrew has this day surrendered 
to me, as the representative of the city govcrnment, 
the wine room license pranks him by the mayor 
and general council, and therefore is not now en- 
gaged in the business of keeping a wine room; and 
it further appearing that the defendant was, on the 
9th day of July, 1887, convicted in the city court of 
Atlanta for a violation of the _ prohibition 
law and sentenced to pay a fine of $500,on identi- 
cally the same evidence as that used to convict him 
before the recorder, as appear by the affidavit at- 
tached of Mr. John C. Reed, who represented the 
defendant as attorney at law in both of said courts, 
making, in fact, a double punishment for the same 
offense; now, therefore, believing that the demands 
of justice are satisfied, and the purpose of the law 
accomplished, by the withdrawal ofthe defendant 
from a business which gives the opportunities for 
violating said laws, it is ordered that the said fine of 
$500 imposed in recorder’s court, against said defend- 
ant, be reduced to one huhdred dollars, and, that 
upon payment thereof, the same shall be in full 
satisfaction of said judgment and sentence.
